MR. ROCKEFELLER’S STRANGE PLEA. 

In an interview given out at Cleveland Mr. Rocke- 
feller makes a plea for Nationa! development, and 
against the limitation of opportunity. 

But while we promote National development we 
must not omit to guard the National honor, and op- 
portunity for evil doing must be, not limited, but 
cut off altogether. Mr. Rockefeller does not con- 
sider these qualifications, 

The oil man deprecates the attacks upon the 
beef packers because it gives a handle to our com- 
mefteial rivals in France, Japan and other keen trad- 
ing nations. He says “it is safe to assume from 
the proportions of their industry that they are 
sound business men and it is safe to assume, too, 
that no business could have been built to such 
proportions on such false principles or by unsound 
methods as they were charged with.” 

It is not safe to assume anything of the sort, 
in face of the plain facts to the contrary brought 
out by Federal investigators appointed by President 
Roosevelt to get at the truth. Their report puts 
an end to all assumption and all argument on that 
matter. 

“We are too young a nation for the tearing 
down,” says Mr. Rockefeller. Very true, but who 
‘has done the tearing down? The lawbreaking cor- 
porations, the vendors of rotten food, the insur- 
ance thieves, the men who defy and contemn the 
law by dodging the summons of the courts, or 
the men who call attention to these abuses of power 
and seek earnestly and patriotically to restore busi- 
ness to the foundation of honesty and fair deal- 
ing? When the ostrich sticks his head in the sand, 
he thinks he is safe from his enemy. Will the 
American people secure their safety and prosperity 
by shutting their eyes to the misdeeds .f power 
and privilege? Can they extinguish the immoralities 
of high finance by denying their existence? 

Who build up the fabric of prosperity? The 
men who plead for unlimited opportunity to do as 
they please, or the men who would grant opportunity 
only to do whalt is right? 

Mr. Rockefeller tries to excuse himself for evad- 
ing the subpena of the court. It is a pitiful plea. 
He assumes that Mr. Hadley and others who have 
required his testimony are seeking notoriety. But 
is it for any — to say what the motive of a 
court or a court officer may be? If that is granted, 
there is an end to all enforcement of Jaw and an- 
archy occupies |the place of order. If Mr. Rocke- 
feller has the night to say whether or not he shall 
obey the order of the court so has the humblest 
citizen in the epuntry. 

We need development, we need constructive 
thought and work. Therefore the American people 
check the operations of men who construct their 
own edifices of wealth and power upon a systematic 
evasion and vidlation of the law. If they cannot 
construct their own fortunes without tearing down 
the safeguards of life and property they must give 
place to captains of industry who will take a saner 
view of publichealth and morals than is found tn 
Mr. Rockefelletls remarkable utterances. 
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The policeman who got the medal for bravery is 
below medium height. ‘The tall policeman is a 
beauty, but there is still room for little men. 
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MISSOURI] HISTORY. 

In his Clinton speech and on several other occasions 
recently, Attorney-General Hadley has handled his- 
torical facts with the candor of a historian, and 
then has developed suddenly the habit of the cam- 
paign orator in his conclusions. 

It is a historical fact that laws intended to 
regulate corporations were carefully framed and 
passed in Missouri. It is a fact that-the principles 
of these laws have only to be enforced to reform 
every abuse ip the politics of the State and the 
United States, . 

It is also a fact that in Missouri, these laws have 
been nullified by men and the people of the State, 
represented by a Democratic majority vote, put in 
office to enforce them. The people were sold, the 
laws were said for corporation money for cam- 
peign funds. We had in Missouri an era of po- 
litieal corruption and bribery which demoralized pol- 
itics and dembralized business. 

Attorney-General Hadley does well to insist on 
such historical facts as these. They ought to be 
insisted on. But this is not all. When he wishes 
it to be beliewed that Missouri Democrats, as a ma- 
jority of the voters of the State, are responsible 
for this betrayal of law, he is unhistorical. 

Between 1880 and 1890, Missouri Democrats, as 
& majority, represented the people of the State by 
framing the code of laws on these points which 
shaped the National code, as far as it is not a mere 
compromise. They led the fight which resulted in 
the first Interstate Commerce law. 

Between 1890 and 1906, when they found they 
were being trifled with and “sold,” they once more 
began a movement whose final results belong to 
the future. They forced the fight against cor- 
ruption in business and in politics, They adopted 
the maxim that a ocorruptionist is not a Demo- 
erat, not a Republican, but a thief.

The natives, and in that word I include Span- 
lards, descendants cf old Frenth families and 

the mixed-bloods, have ideas of nonor which do net 

parallel] our own. Hence they keop their women tn: 
almost Turkish seclusion. Calling is a custom te 
known to them. However. education abroad and 
the American invasion are changing them in many 
respects, hence it is not unlikely that they wil] 
change in this. 

But I wanted to see the inside of a typical Mexican 
home and found my opportunity fn Monterey, where 
an American, to whom I had a letter, lives after the 
fashion of a native. His wife permitted me tu pent- 
trate into all purts of this quaint domicile and ex- 
plained the modes of her menage. 

The house was only One story in height, as are 
most Mexican houses, and was built of a lime and 
magnesia stone, which is soft when quarried, but 
soon hardens. The roormns form a right angle, an 
adjoining and abutt!ng house completing the square— 
in the center of which is the patio, or uncovered 
court, where banana, fig and other trees and flowers 
grow. Two rooms flank the wide hall which runs 
from the great double doors to the corridor of the 
patio; one is a bedroom, the other the drawing room. 

The mistress spends most of her day in the patio 
corridor, where she has a couch, bammock, a wide 
work table and other conveniences. 

The cement floors of all the rooms are partially 
covered by thick Indian matting and rugs, 

There are two servants—a man, who cooks, and 
an Indian girl, who attends to the other work. The 
latter could not see a picture in a photograph un- 
til recently, but has developed under her mistress’ 
teaching so that she no longer returns them to 
their places upside down. She even prefers to 
sleep on a bed, although at the beginning of her 
service she would only lie on the bed when her 
mistress was looking and so soon as the lady left 
would wrap a blanket about her and curl up 
on the floor. 

The cook has his sleeping mat in the kitchen tw 
spreads it‘on the scrupulously clean floor at night. 
He does all the buying for the house and cooks the 
food in earthen dishes. His stove is a platform of 
cement on brick arches at the back of the kitchen. 
On this he builds as many small fires ag he has 
dishes to cook. The fires are made of little pleces 
of wood, about six inches in length, cut from 
branches of trees. The earthen dishes rest on bricks 
or iron frames over these fires. 

An American range, shiny with newness, is in the 
kitchen and has been there for sOme months, but 
the cook distrusts it. He prefers his primitive meth- 
od and his mistress despairs of inducing him to adopt 
progressive ideas. He is pald $15 a month and the 
maid receives $6. It is probable that he retains a 
goodly percentage of the money given him for house- 
hold expenses, but as Mexican shopkeepers invari- 
ably charge Americans double the prices charged 
Mexicans, this percentage is not missed. . 

In the absence of the master the cook fegards him- 
self as the guardian of the house, attends to the 
fastening of the door and benevolently lords it over 
his mistress, although thoroughly aware that she, 
and not her husband, controls his fate in that house, 
He watches all visitors and incidental work people 
with jealous eyes, and drives the maig to her tasks 
with sharp reproaches. As he deals with trades- 
people in their shops and fetches in all packages, 
few outsiders ever penetrate beyond the only door of 
the house. 

Altogether, housekeeping in Mexico, as here shown, 
is very simple. Its hardships come from poor serv- 
ants and a too-restricted purse. Rents are very 
high, as are meats, but excellent vegetables and 
many fruits not obtainable north of the Rio Grande 


are very cheap.

The book appeared in Italy serially and attracted some 
attention. It is now the sensation of Europe. Translated into French the Revue 
des Deux Mondes printed it and made into German the Hochlund printed. it.
